No. 41 / 3 /CI/G 7 .—The following paragraph published in the Lok Sabha 
Bulletin—Part II, dated the 8th August, 1967, is hereby published for general 
information:—

Amendments to the Rules of Procedure and Conduct of Business in Lok Sabha 

(Fifth Edition) 

In pursuance of sub-rule (3) of rule 331 of the Rules of Procedure and Conduct 
of Business in Lok Sabha (Fifth Edition), the following amendments approved 
by Lok Sabha to the said Rules are hereby published:— 

Rule 34 

1 . Rule 34 shall be renumbered as sub-rule (1) thereof and the following sub- 
rule (2) shall be added thereafter, namely:— 

"( 2 ) Where a notice is signed by more than ope member, it shall be deemed 
to have been given by the first signatory only’’- 
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Rule 54 

2(1) After sub-rule (3) of rule 54, the following sub-rule (3A) shall be inserted, 
namely: — 

"(3A) Where a notice of a short, notice question is signed by more than one 
member, it shall be deemed to have been given by the first signatory 
only.” 

(2) In sub-rule (4) of rule 54, for the words “the names of the other members 
shall be bracketed with the name of the member whose question has been accepted 
for answer”, the following words shall be substituted, namely:—- 

“names of not more than four members, other than the one whose notice 
has been admitted, as determined by ballot, shall be shown against 
the admitted question ” 


(3) For the second proviso to sub-rule (4) of rule 54, the following shall be 
fflbstituted, namely:— 

“Provided further that in the case of consolidated question, names of not 
more than four members, other than the one whose notice has been 
admitted, as determined by ballot, shall be shown against the ques¬ 
tion.” 


Rule 55 

3. (.1) or the second proviso to sub-rule (2) of rule 55, the following shall be 
substituted, namely: — 

“Provided further that if a notice is signed by more than one member, it 
shall be deemed to have been given by the first signatory only.” 


(2) For the existing proviso to sub-rule (5) of rule 55, the following shall be 
substituted, namely: — 

“Provided that not more than four members who have previously intimated 
to the Secretary may be permitted to ask a question each for the 
purpose of further elucidating nny matter of fact. 

Explanation .—A member wishing to ask a question shall make such request 
in writing before the commencement of the sitting at which the dis¬ 
cussion is to take place. If such requests are received from more than 
four members, a ballot shall be held to determine the names of first 
four members who may be permitted to ask a question each.” 


Rule 201 

4- In the last sentence of sub-rule (3) of rule 201, after the words “the Speaker” 
the following words shall be inserted, namqly:— 

"or the Deputy Speaker or the person presiding, as the case may be,”. 

Rule 387 B 

5. After rule 387A; the following rule 387B shall be inserted namely: — 

“387B, Application of rules to business pertaining to a State under the Presi¬ 
dent's rule .—These rules shall, with such variations or modifications, 
as the Speaker may from time to' time make, apply to the business 
pertaining to a State, the powers of whose Legislature are, by virtue 
of a Proclamation issued by the President under Article 356 of the 
Constitution, exercisable by or under the authority of Parliament ”
